Tax rebate featured in recovery plan 


Plains, Ga. (AP) - President-elect Carter and 


leading congressional Democrats agreed Friday 
on a two-year, $30-billion program of job projects 
and tax cuts, including rebates of $100 to »200 for 
many taxpayers. 


Carter's advisers and congressional leaders in- 


dicated checks could be in the mail by spring. 
Carter also spoke of "increased temporary Social 
Security benefits." 


But his advisers said retired persons would 


share in the rebate program and that those who 
pay no income taxes would receive payments in 
lieu of a rebate. 


"I think it's a good approach to the resolution of 


a very seriously stagnant American economy," 
the President-elect said of the entire package. He 
met with reporters after a 4Vi-hour meeting with 
12 top congressional Democrats.

They predicted the program would get prompt 


and favorable action. 


The President-elect said the one-time rebate, 


totaling $7 billion to fll billion, would be a refund 
on 1976 taxes intended primarily to help lower and 
moderate-income Americans. 


Carter's top economic adviser, Charles L. 


Schultze, said a family of four earning $10,000 an- 
nually would receive a rebate of $100 to $200. 
Schultze also said Carter also is considering 
proposing an across-the-board rebate that would 
benefit upper-income taxpayers as well. 


Carter and his advisers said the economic 


stimulus package also includes: 


— $5 billion to $8 billion in federal spending to 


create jobs and a an additional $4 billion for public 
works projects. Combined, these programs would 
create up to 800,000 new jobs, Carter said. 


Schultze said the proposals should reduce the 


nation's unemployment rate from the current 8.1 
per cent to between 6.5 and 7 per cent this year, 
"hopefully at the bottom of that range." Nearly 8 
million Americans are presently out of work. 


— $4 billion in permanent tax reductions 


achieved by raising the minimum standard deduc- 
tion for taxpayers who do not itemize. It was not 
clear when the savings would be realized. 


Under current tax law, the standard deduction 


ranges from $1,700 to $2,400 for a single person and 
from $2,100 to $2,800 for a married couple. 


The proposal would eliminate the minimum rate' 


and standardize the deduction at $2,400 for a single 
taxpayer and $2,800 for a married couple. Scbultze 
said a family of four earning $10,000 could save 
$100 in taxes. 


— $2 billion in tax relief for business. 


Carter and his advisers are considering either a 


2 per cent increase in the investment tax credit, 
now at 10 per cent, or an employer tax credit equal 
to 5 per cent of his total payroll tax, Schultze said. 


— Making it possible for three-quarters of all 


taxpayers to file on a single short form. 


Schultze, designated by Carter as chairman of 


his Council of Economic Advisers, said the 
program would cost $12 billion to $16 billion in the 
current fiscal year and $13 billion to $16 billion in 
fiscal 1978. He said the incoming administration 
will try to find offsetting spending reductions of $2 
billion for 1978. 


Schultze said present plans would have the tax 


rebates go to retired workers receiving Social 
Security benefits, who normally might owe no tax, 
as well as income-earning taxpayers. 


Turning to public works, Schultze said Carter 


will ask for $2 billion in addition to the $2 billion 
already authorized by Congress, He said Carter 
probably will ask for standby authority for yet 
another $2 billion to be used as economic cir- 
cumstances dictate. 


Under the program, job training and placement 


would be expanded, principally for young people 
and other "hard-core" unemployed. 


Carter also said the proposal would ap- 


proximately double the money for counter- 
cyclical federal revenue sharing. The government 
now spends about $350 million each quarter. 


Counter-cyclical programs are designed to 


flatten cycles of low and high unemployment. 
They provide federal money to create jobs when 
unemployment hits high levels for sustained 
periods of time. 


Gas prices not included 


Washington (AP) 
— President Ford sent 


Congress a barrage of energy proposals Friday 
but failed to include in the list his politically 
touchy proposal to lift price controls from gas- 
oline. 


Ford's recommendations amounted to a sum- 


mary of his earlier energy proposals, ranging 
from decontrol of prices on newly discovered 
natural gas to easing federal clean air 
requirements. He also said he would send 
Congress within the next few days recommen- 
dations on reorganizing the governement's energy 
and natural resource activities.

Communist regime appears to be striking hard at 
an upsurge of dissident activity which it claims is 
instigated by the West, analysts in neighboring 
Austria said Friday.

When Terri Furman showed her 


parents her first cartwheel six years 
ago. she got the go-ahead to take up 
tumbling. 


Now the 13-year-old is as limber and 


lithe as most young gymnasts in town. 


She puts her 92-pound, 4-foot-10-inch 


frame through three-hour daily 
workouts as a member of the Nebraska 
School of Gymnastics team under 
coach Francis Allen. 


Some of her time at the gym is spent 


teaching less-skilled, though often 
older, students of the balance beam and 
uneven bars. "I learn from the 
teaching," says Terri. By watching 
others' mistakes, she can correct her 
own. 


But teaching high school friends 


"doesn't feeljright to me and it's hard 
to spot some of them," she adds.

Week-long 
clinics have taken the tumbler as far 
away as California and Texas over 
Christmas vacation. 


"I haven't been home for Christmas 


the last three years. It probably 
bothers my parents more than me. You 
kinda get used to not being home." 


Diversifying her training by working 


with other coaches makes the long- 
distance clinics worthwhile, she says. 


"The beam is supposed to be my best 


. event, but I don't like to compete in it," 
Terri confides. Floor exercises are her 
favorite. "I don't have to worry about 
falling off anything." 


Because the uneven bars is her 


weakest event, Tern can be found spen- 
ding most of her workout time on them. 


There's more to gymnastics than 


physical feats, Terri has found. 
Competition and teamwork have taught 
her social skills that have suppressed 
her shyness. "I can go up and talk to 
people now. And I've pushed myself 
into a lot of things I probably wouldn't 
have done before." 


Devotion to gymnastics, however, 


does cut into school activities and out- 
ings with friends for the eighth-grader 
at Mickle Junior High School. But Terri 
rarely doubts her choice. 


The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Bob 


Furman, RR 1, Terri has tumbled in 
the Omaha Ballet's "Nutcracker 
Suite" and in the Nebraska Repertory

Omaha — Secretary of 


Agriculture-designate Bob 
Bergland told newsmen here 
Friday "I know what I want to 
do 
as 
secretary 
of 


agriculture," but he didn't 
reveal much new information 
about President-elect Carter's 
farm proposals. 


Bergland was in Nebraska to 


attend a meeting of governors, 
congressmen and state 
agricultural officials from 15 
states called by Gov. J. James 
Exon to discuss agricultural 
policies with Bergland. 


Bergland said the ad- 


ministrator of the new federal 
grain inspection system would 
"have his or her hands full 
with the new program." 


"We never intended that the 


charges for grain Inspection 
would pay the administrative 
costs of the program when we 
developed it in the Congress," 
Bergland said. "The fees were 
to cover only the actual on-site 
inspection and weighing fees. I 
intend to look into that 
problem very soon." 


Complaints about the fee 


system have come from Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Nebraska 
as the new inspection system 
gets under way. 


Bergland indicated that he 


hopes to be able to make some 
revisions in the grain support 
price loan system, but declined 
to discuss specific figures. "I 
have no idea what the figures 
will be. We haven't even ap- 
pointed the experts who will 
look at the budget yet," he 
said. 


Bergland said he wanted to 


make some improvements in 
the federal disaster aid 
programs for farmers. "I 
would support federal funding 
of a better crop insurance 
program. The federal govern- 
ment spent 11 million dollars 
on it last year: Minnesota 
alone had a one billion dollar 
crop loss due to the drought,*' 
he said. 


Bergland said he opposed 


building a huge crop surplus 
but would not want to see "a 
fire-sale dumping of our wheat 
surplus on the world market." 


Bergland also said that he 


expected to bring some con- 
sumers into the Department of 
Agriculture, possibly over the 
objection 
of 
f a r m 


organizations. 


"One of the reasons that the 


State Department was making 
decisions on grain exports is 
that the Department of 
Agriculture became a narrow 
agri-business club. 


"When you do that, food 


decisions are made outside of 
the department," he said. 


Meanwhile, an apparent mis- 


understanding caused by a 
letter from Exon resulted in a 
group of five Montana 
Minutemen for Agriculture 
making a fruitless trip to 
Omaha Friday. 


Exon had sent a letter to the 


group at Lewistown. Mont., ad- 
vising them of the time and 
place of the meeting which he 
had promised to do after 
.recently conferring with the 
group's president in Denver. 


LeRoy Musick, a Lewistown 


rancher and wheat farmer who 
serves as president of the 
Minutemen, thought the letter 
was an invitation to the 
meeting with the governors 
and state agriculture officials. 
Consequently, the Minutemen 
chartered a plane to make the 
1.000-mile trip to Omaha, only 
to find they had come to a 
closed meeting. 


Exon told Musick he had not 


intended to invite him. only to 
inform him of the gathering. 


Duane Zinnecker of Hobson. 


Mont., vice president of the 
Minutemen. described the mis- 
understanding as a "terrible 
mistake." 


"I can only hope this doesn't 


get us crosswise with Gov 
Exon. He is the best 
spokesman that agriculture 
has in the Midwest."

Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue Friday said he will 


shoot for enactment of a school aid boost sometime 
in March. 


Lewis wants to steer a proposal biking state 


assistance by 820 million out of the Education Com- 
mittee and onto the legislative floor by about Feb. 1. 


Lewis is the committee chairman and will also 


serve as one of Speaker Roland Laedtke's two ap- 
pointed floor coordinators, placing him in an en- 
viable position to influence timing of the school aid 
debate. 


"That proposal has an extremely high priority as 


far as I'm concerned," he noted. "It's our (the 
schools) torn." 


its have vowed to seek early 
School aid 


enactment of a bill this legislative session before 
senators begin doling out money to other state 
projects, particularly to the state's biggest user of 
general fund money, the University of Nebraska. 


Bills proposing school aid increases have been 


lost to gubernatorial vetoes in the fading weeks of 
past sessions once the battle was on to divide 
available state revenue. 


"I was disappointed that state tax rates went up 


last year without any state aid increase." Lewis 
noted. 


Lewis generally favors a bill. LBSJ. sponsored by 


Sen Gerald Koch of Ralston which would hike school 
assistance from IK million to 175 million this coming 
year 


That measure also calls for annual increases of 


$20 million until the state is paying for 407* of local 
school operating costs. 


Lewis is not so sure that portion of the bill is so 


important since the 1977 session cannot bind future 
Legislatures to the same course of action. 


"I think a 120 million increase now would take 


state aid to a reasonable level which we can afford in 
terms of taxes." the Bellevue lawmaker said 


Enactment in March would give school districts 


the information which they need for accurate budget 
planning for their next fiscal year, he noted 


Lewis said be hopes any other state aid proposals 


will be tossed into the legislative hopper early so he 
can set bearings on all the bills in time to push for 
committee action by early February. 


Lewis will not have a school aid bill of his own. 


but be has prepared legislation to require the state 
tax commissioner to periodically provide the 
Legislature with revenue figures and projections 


That would better iQow senators to''know where 


we are in terms of money" when the t'mcameral 
faces spending decisions, such as the school aid 
proposal, he said. 


"Tint win give all of us the opportunity to set tax

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Debris from missing tanker found 
Personalities- 


Boston (AP) - The Coast Guard found two 


life jackets and other debris from the missing 
oil tanker Grand Zenith on Friday, indicating 
that the vessel had sunk, a spokesman said. 
There was no sign of any of the tanker's 38 
crewmen. 


"It certainly looks as if the vessel has gone 


down," said spokesman Richard Griggs after 
life jackets marked "Grand Zenith" were found 
floating in the North Atlantic about 330 miles 
off Cape Cod. 


The tanker carried a Chinese crew from 


Taiwan and eight million gallons of heavy oil. 
The captain, T.K. Tsou, has 30 years experience 
at sea 


On Friday afternoon, a helicopter spotted a 


brown trunk and a mattress floating in the 
water about 14 miles from where the life 
jackets were found An oil slick, planks and 
other debris were sighted in the area earlier in 
the Coast Guard's five-day search for the 
Grand Zenith, Griggs said. 


He said it was too early to draw any con- 


clusions about finding life jackets rather than 
life rafts. "We're hopeful of finding people in 
life rafts and life boats. The drift of a life raft is 
different from that of a life jacket," he said. 


The Coast Guard estimated that a person not 


wearing protective clothing would probably die 
after 2'/z hours in the 45-degree ocean water. 


But Griggs said men in a properly equipped 


life raft "could go for days or even weeks." 


Coast Guard Petty Officer William Van 


Valkenburg said the area — 330 miles east 
southeast of Cape Cod and 240 miles south of 
Halifax. N S — is "not that far off" the possi- 
ble course of the Grand Zenith. 


More of the nine search planes were brought 


into the area after the jackets were found to fly 
tighter search patterns. The Coast Guard said 
the weather held up ever the search area 
although a blinding snow storm hit the 
mainland. 


The Grand Zenith was last heard from Dec. 


30 when its position was given as 60 miles south 


of Yarmouth, N.S., which is about 60 miles 
south of Halifax. 


The tanker left Teesport, England, on Dec. 


19, bound for Somerset, Mass., where it was 
due last Sunday. The New England Power Co. 
was to use the oil there to generate electricity. 


The Coast Guard said the type of No. 6 oil 


carried by the tanker would congeal into a jelly- 
like substance after hitting the cold water, and 
any oil in unruptured tanks on the ship probably 
would remain there if the tanker sank. 


Also Friday, another oil tanker ran aground 


in a mud bank eight miles off Port Arthur in the 
Gulf of Mexico, but Coast Guard officials said 
there was no danger of an oil spillage. A 
spokesman for the shipping agent said the 
tanker Barcola was enroute to Port Arthur. He 
said, "The tanker's bow simply got stuck in a 
mud bank." Efforts were underway to free the 
ship. 


The Barcola was the ninth oil tanker to run 


into difficulties in or near U.S. waters since 
Dec. 15.

The worst snowstorm of the year pounded 


across the East Coast on Friday, closing 
schools, downing power lines and causing 
numerous traffic accidents. A second major 
wicter storm slammed into the Midwest. 


The East Coast storm was the first massive 


wemther system of the winter season to blast 
the Northeast coast, dropping snow from New 
England as far south as Virginia, the National 
Weather Service said. 


In Connecticut, the storm left up to 12 inches 


of snow in some communities in the Connec- 
ticut River valley. State offices closed down 
and sent employes home early. The NWS said 
Boston would receive about 12 inches before 
the storm moved out to sea. 


The Northeast storm dumped five inches of 


snow at Concord. N.H., in a six-hour period, 
and six inches at Providence, R.I. Heavy snow 
warnings were in effect for parts of Maine. 
New Hampshire, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, and a winter storm warning and 
travelers' advisories are in effect over much of 
the rest of the north and central Atlantic Coast 
states. 


Virginia, where three children have died 


since Tuesday from falling through thin ice 
while skating, reported between six and eight 
inches of snow from the storm. Parts of Ken- 
tucky — which reported two storm-related 
traffic deaths — had nine inches of snow. 


In the northern plains, Bismarck and 


Williston, N.D., had three inches of snow in a 
six-hour period. 


High winds and falling temperatures 


hampered work as residents of Upstate New 
York began digging out from under six inches 
of snow in eastern portions of the state. 


The storm hit Pennsylvania early Friday, 


dumping from one to 10 inches of snow. West 
Virginians struggled through the snowstorm, 
wading or attempting to drive through up to 
nine inches of new snow. 


Up to eight inches of snow hit Maryland. 


Delaware and Washington, D.C., closing 
schools and making highway travel 
treacherous. 


The NWS said it was the heaviest snowfall 


for the nation's capital since December 1973 
when 10.2 inches of snow fell.

Squadron, that a settlement 
had been worked out in 
negotiations Thursday night 
and Friday. 


As part of the agreement. 


Murdoch agreed to preserve 
the editorial integrity of the 
company. Squadron said. 


Miami (AP) — Juan Jose Peruyero, who 


took part in the Bay of Pigs invasion and later 
became a leader of Miami's anti-Castro Cuban 
exiles, was assassinated Friday as he left his 
home. 


Police said Peruyero, in his mid 40s, was 


gunned down by two men who apparently had 
been waiting for him to step outside. He died 
about two hours later at Jackson Memorial 
Hospital. 


No arrests were made, but police searched 


for two Latin men seen in the area by 
witnesses. 


A friend, Raymond Molina, claimed the 


shooting was "another Castro execution. 
Castro's executing those opposed to com- 
munism and to his regime." 


Molina's charge echoed testimony in a 


terrorist bombing trial here last summer. One 
witness alleged then there was a pro-Castro 
force of up to 500 undercover agents operating 
in southern Florida. 


Peruyero had testified before a federal 


grand jury in Miami investigating terrorism in 
the city's Cuban community. It was not known 
what he told the jury, which is still in session.

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New look at immigration problems 


Go slow with reforms 
of political process 


As reform-minded as we seem to be 


at times, there are nevertheless a 
number of tried-and-true political in- 
stitutions with which we'll stick, 
probably until the ship sinks. 


One is the one-house, nonpartisan 


Nebraska Legislature. Although nearly 
everyone seems to be happy with its un- 
icameral aspect, both major political 
parties are campaigning to have 
members of the Legislature elected on a 
partisan ballot. They claim party dis- 
cipline will make the process more ef- 
ficient and accountable. 


We maintain, however, that the 


Nebraska Legislature is already one of 
the best among the states in the area of 
accountability and that it can become 
more efficient by dint of self-discipline 
and through leadership arrangements 
already at its disposal. The experiment 
in Nebraska of a legislative body in- 
dependent of party labels and ties and 
not organized along party lines has 
worked well thus far. 


We would also hate to see significant 


changes in the processes by which can- 
didates are nominated for the presiden- 
cy. A change in the process by which a 
president is elected — for example, 
providing that electors of a state must 


cast their votes consistent with the pop- 
ular will in their state — would be 
welcome. 


But the temptation to tamper with 


the primary system and the nominating 
conventions should be resisted, at least 
so far as radical changes are concerned. 


Jimmy Carter's choice to be chair- 


man of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, former Maine Gov. Kenneth Cur- 
tis, sounds supportive of suggestions for 
elimination of the state primaries 
system as it is now known. He is not 
alone. The ideas for regional primaries, 
national run-offs, the direct election of 
presidents and the like are brought up 
each presidential election year, just like 
the partisan Legislature proposal 
manages to stage its annual comeback 
each January when the Nebraska 
senators meet. 


There are a lot of strong arguments 


favoring the elimination of the primary 
system and a reform of the circus-like 
convention. 


But in gaining efficiency and 


economy in the nominating process, a 
great deal of exposure to the political 
process would be lost. There is more to 
be lost than gained. 


Choice seats drawn 


Nebraska's freshmen in Congress 


seem to be doing all right for themselves 
in obtaining desirable committee 
assignments. 


Rep. John Cavanaugh, the newly- 


elected Omaha Democrat, has been vir- 
tually assured a seat on the House 
Banking, Finance and Urban Affairs 
Committee. It was his first choice. The 
Democratic Steering and Policy Com- 
mittee has ranked him first among seven 
Democrats to fill available vacancies on 
the committee and approval by the 
Democratic Caucus is almost automatic. 


And Ed Zorinsky, the first Democrat 


elected to the U.S. Senate from 
Nebraska since 1934, has been tem- 
porarily assiped to the prestigious 
Finance Committee and the Foreip 
Relations Committee — both, especially 
the latter, glamor panels. But Zorinsky 
says he couldn't care less about serving 
on finance or foreign relations. 


His first choice is the Agriculture 


Committee. And as a member of the 
Democrats steering committee which 
makes assignments, he should get his 
wish. Zorinsky was also promised a seat 
on the agriculture panel by Sen. Robert 
Byrd, whom Zorinsky backed in Byrd's 
successful bid to become majority 
leader. Byrd said the ag panel would be 
expanded, if necessary, to accommodate 
Zorinsky. 


The new senator from Nebraska 


says to heck with the glamor posts, he 
wants to serve on a committee which 
hears legislation dealing with a subject 
"more germane" to his constituents. 
That's to Zorinsky's credit. 


But if Zorinsky were able to serve on 


foreign relations, for example, as well as 
agriculture, would he pass up the oppor- 
tunity? Many senators would give their 
eye teeth to grab a seat on a committee 
which promises such high visibility. 


Overkill in the press 


Washington — When Jimmy Carter was 


asked by reporters whether he had made any 
New Year's resolutions, he replied that he 
wanted "to do a good job as president." Then, 
with a grin, he added: "And get along better 
with the press." 


Quickly another question came from the 


cluster of reporters: "Is there a problem?" 
But Carter either didn't hear or chose not to 
hear. 


As a consumer of the news and a watcher 


of the press, I'll answer the question. Yes, 
there is a problem. It's a long-standing one, 
and it goes far beyond relations between 
Carter and the press. It is what I call, for 
want of a better word, overkill, which means 
carrying the traditional zeal of the free 
American press to the point where facts are 
distorted and the press' own effectiveness is 
diminished. 


Overkill knows no ideology, although its 


results are often mistaken for ideological 
bias. Its causes are more mundane — com- 
petition between newspapers or networks or 
television stations, a reporter's desire to im- 
press his editors or make the front page, an 
editor's grasping for something to liven the 
news on a day when nothing much is 
happening. 


A recent example of overkill in the 


national media involved not Carter but Presi- 
dent Ford. It was the wildly inflated revival 
of the amnesty issue between Christmas and 
New Year's Day. 


The story started with a poignant 


Washington Star account of the last hours of 
Sen. Philip A. Hart of Michigan. Judy 
Flander of the Star reported that among the 
calls Mrs. Hart received after the senator's 
death was one from the President. Like other 
callers, be asked if there was anything he 
could do. She replied, "Well, yes. There is 
just one thing I wish you would do and that is 
to give amnesty to the Vietnam protesters, 
deserters and draft evaders." 


"Well." the President replied. 'TU give 


it another hard look." 


The exchange, deep in the Star story, was 


picked up quickly by the news wires and soon 
the President was being asked about it on the 
ski slopes at Vail. He verified the Star report, 
but >e made it clear that his restudy of 
amnesty was solely because be had toM Mrs. 
Hart be would do it. 


When a reporter asked if be were serious- 


ly planning a general amnesty, he replied. 
'Oh no I just said that at the request of her, I 
w^jid look into it" And when be was asked if 
that meant he had just been polite to Mrs. 
Hart, he replied, somewhat testily. "The 
words speak for themselves." 


The words did speak for themselves. It 


was clear that while be would take another 
look at amnesty ia order to keep nil promise 
to Mrs. Hart, there wes no chance that be 
would reverse his earlier position 


Nevertheless, tlie press bit the story 


hard II received extensive treatment on the 
news wires and made the front pages of many 
newspapers Some versions made an effort to 
indicate to the reader at once that there was

no real chance of a change of policy. Others 
did not. 


The amnesty story was not blown out of 


proportion because the press was out to get 
President Ford in the dying days of his ad- 
ministration. This case of overkill can be at- 
tributed to the holiday news drought and an 
eagerness to pursue a story that had both 
human interest and the seeds of controversy. 


Carter has bad his experiences with 


overkill, too. They go back to the press treat- 
ment of the Playboy interview and include 
some of the coverage given the birth of the 
new administration. 


Carter's relations with the press are 


complicated by the many promises he has 
made — particularly the promise always to 
tell the truth — and by a tendency to be less 
than precise. 


A certain prickliness on the part of the 


press was evidenced during the cabinet selec- 
tion. It showed up again when he failed to be 
as precise as reporters wanted him to be on 
the role of bis vice-president. 


Some news people feel that the usual 


honeymoon between the President and the 
press will be short-lived, if it occurs at all. 
Carter already has indicated that he con- 
siders the national media superficial and 
more interested in conflict than in issues. 


During the Playboy interview, he was 


asked how be felt about the media's coverage 
of issues. He replied that "the national news 
media have absolutely no interest in issues, 
at all." Of the reporters covering his cam- 
paign (the interview occurred during the 
primaries), be said: "...The traveling press 
have zero interest in any issue unless it is a 
matter of making a mistake. What they're 
looking for is a 47-second argument between 
me and another candidate or something like 
that" None of the reporters OB his campaign 
plane, he said, "would ask an issue question 
unless he thought he could trick me into some 
crazy statement" 


Those were hard words, and they are not 


forgotten. Moreover, Carter has shown his 
dissatisfaction with the press since then. In a 
single news conference during the selection 
of the cabinet he called various press reports 
"greatly exaggerated," "absolutely and 
totally inaccurate" and "without any founda- 
tion in fact." 


Carter comes to the White Hone for a 


unique route. He is certain to be an unusual 
president. To expect totally smooth sailing 
for him and flie country would be the silliest 
optimism 


This is not a call for the press to be less 


than vigilant, less than enterprising, less 
ready to blow the whistle when whisUe- 
blowing is needed. But as be finds his way. 
the new President is entitled to press 
coverage that is balanced, mature and un- 
tainted by overkill. 


Washington - President 


Ford's ski-slope invitation to 
Puerto Rico to become the 51st 
state was the most sudden and 
surprising notion he has had 
since he liberated Eastern 
Europe from the Soviet Union, 
but it has certain possible ad- 
vantages. 


It could but probably won't 


make this city think again 
about its immigration policy, 
which is a mess; about the 
Caribbean islands in general, 
which are beautiful jungles of 
economic and racial tension; 
and about the awkward and 
even alarming economic, 
social and strategic problems 
of our relations with Mexico 
and Panama. All this and Cuba 
too are some challenge! 


The main fact about the 


movement of people into the 
continental United States is 
that it is out of control. Each 
year, more illegal aliens come 
into the United States and re- 
main here than! legal aliens. 
Even the official figures and 
estimates are staggering. 


the Immigration and 


Naturalization Service of the 
Department of Justice es- 
timates that there are now 
between six and eight million 
illegal aliens residing per- 
manently in the United States' 
— roughly as many as the total 
number of unemployed in the 
nation at the beginning of 1977. 


These are estimates, but 


there are some hard facts. In 
fiscal year 1975, 655,814 illegal 
aliens were arrested and 
deported without formal 


hearings, and 23,438 were 
deported .after judicial 
proceedings, most of them 
from Mexico. But this is a 
revolving door. The faster they 
are deported, the faster they 
return. ' 


Mexico had a population of 


just under 20 million in 1945, at 
the end of the last war. It now 
has a population of over BO 
million, with an unemploy- 
ment rate of over 20% and no 
effective unemployment in- 
surance. 


By its own official es- 


timates, Mexico will Have a 
population of over 100 million" 
at the end of the century — 
former President Echeverria 
told me he expected the figure 
would be nearer to 127 million 
by that time — so this is an in- 


creasing problem, and there is 
no wall high enough along a 
2,000-mile border that can keep 
them from coming from a poor 
country to a rich one. 


The movement of legal im- 


migrants is a different and 
more manageable question. 
This is determined by the 
Congress of the United States. 
The Congress established a 
quota system which until 1965 
followed the trend of immigra- 
tion in the first half of this cen- 
tury — favoring applicants 
from Western and Eastern 
Europe, according to the im- 
migration patterns of the past. 


Since 1965, different quotas 


have been applied to Latin 
America and Asia, and the of- 
ficial figures for fiscal 1975 in- 
dicate a dramatic shift in the 
human traffic from abroad. 
For example, 62,000 legal im- 
migrants from Mexico in fiscal 
75 — more than the total from" 
Britain (12,000), Germany 
(5,000), France (2,000), Greece 
(10,000), Italy (11,000) and Por- 
tugal (11,000). 


In this same year, of the 


total number of legal im- 
migrants - 386,194-31,000 
came from the Philippines, 28,- 
000 from South Korea, 14,000 
from India, 9,000 from Taiwan, 
12,000 from Hong Kong, and 4,- 
000 each from Japan and 
Thailand. By comparison: 11,- 
000 from Canada, 25,000 from 
Cuba, 14,000 from the 
Dominican Republic, and 10,- 
000 from Jamaica. 


President Ford's suggestion 


of statehood for Puerto Rico 
did not affect this pattern. As 
citizens of the United States, 
Puerto Ricans have the same 
right of movement into the 
continental United States as 
the citizens of any state in the- 
Union. But Ford ignored the 
larger question that must be 
faced by President-elect 
Carter in defining the 
economic and social problems 
of the future: 


How to deal with the un- 


employment problems when 
there are more illegal aliens in 
the country than unemployed? 
How to analyze the effect on 
this nation of the shifting 
pattern of immigration from 
Europe to Latin America and 
Asia? And maybe more impor- 


tant, what to do about a nation 
with unacceptably high rates 
of unemployment that won't do 
its own work, but imports or 
tolerates an army of illegal 
servants to harvest its fruit 
and vegetables and serve its 
tables? 


This is not merely a problem 


of hiring a new class of manual 
laborers, waiters, dish- 
washers, etc., to do the 
menial dog work of life in 
America, but even the medical 
profession is relying on im- 
migrants to serve the hospitals 
of our great cities, and take 
jobs in the little communities 
of the nation that can't find 
American doctors and interns 
who will stick to the lonely but 
valiant service of village life. 


Maybe we can't control the 


flow of illegal immigrants into 
the United States. In fiscal 1975 
alone, over seven million non- 
immigrant visitors came to the 
United States, and in a vast 
country it is almost impossible 
to find many of them who 
come as visitors but remain 
and are given jobs by 
employers who evade the law 
for convenience, or don't know 
what the law is. 


In short, there are fun- 


damental questions of 
domestic and foreign policy 
here which President Ford has 
touched on, almost frivolously 
in the last days of his ad- 
ministration. They are not 
primarily questions of the 
future of Puerto Rico, but of 
the future of the United States 
and its relations with its 
neighbors, the source of its im- 
migrants, the integrity of its 
laws, the future of its 
economy, and the willingness 
of its own people to do its own 
work. 


Whether Puerto Rico is a 


state or a commonwealth, 
these problems will remain — 
including the appalling 
problems of unemployment 
and exploitation of the Puerto 
Rican people in the island, and 
their life of welfare and food- 
stamps here in the continental 
United States - but President 
'Ford has at least given us a 
chance to turn our attention, 
long overdue,, to the Caribbean 
and Central America, and it 
will be interesting to see 
whether Carter gives it the 
serious attention it has 
deserved for a very long time.

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Grain alcohol plant 'feasible'

The effort to get a grain alcohol plant 


built in Nebraska took a giant step 
forward Friday when Myles F. Connors 
of the Canadian engineering firm of 
Stone & Webster called the plant "feasi- 
ble and viable." 


Connors had a three-man staff of 


experts with him to answer questions 
from the farmers and businessmen who 
jammed the meeting room in the Depart- 
ment of Economic Development office. 


"The plant should return its in- 


vestors a profit of 187o to 22% on in- 
vested capital based on the production of 
20 million U.S. gallons of alcohol for use 
as a gasoline additive or for use as an in- 
dustrial alcohol," Connors said. 


Connors estimated the cost of building 


the plant at $22.1 million. It would 
require about 50 acres of land, 1,350 
gallons of water a minute and 13. to 15 
tons of coal an hour. 


Connors said his estimate was based 


on a grain sorghum price of $4.05 a hun- 
dredweight but included 25% damaged 
grain as a feed stock with a value of $1.34 
for each 56-lb. bushel. 


Connors "said the grain would have to 


be badly damaged before it would affect 
the amount of alcohol that comes from a 
bushel; but it could affect the taste of the 
alcohol if the grain was badly molded. 


The taste isn't a problem because the 


alcohol isn't for human consumption 
anyway, it was pointed out. The com- 
mittee hopes to market a substantial 
pprtion of it in a blend of 10% alcohol and 
90% gasoline called gasohol. 


The committee moved to ask for a bid 


on the cost of a study for a suitable plant 
site. Connors said his company would 
submit a bid soon to find one or several 
acceptable sites for a plant. 


The committee also wants to run a 


study for marketing the industrial 
alcohol and for selling gasohol in a 


metropolitian area like Lincoln. A test at 
Holdrege last summer was successful, 
but critics said farmers bought the 
product there to create a false impres- 
sion of its marketability. 


The committee is also looking at the 


need to meet some fiscal requirements 
by the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion if stock in the plant is to be sold to 
the public. 


The committee is ready to launch an 


experiment with lambs to demonstrate 
the value of the by-product as a livestock 
feed. 


Dr. Bill Scheller, Department of 


Chemical Engineering chairman at the 
University of Nebraska, told farmers at 
Friday's meeting that cattle fed 80 
bushels of corn plus the residue from 20 
bushels of corn used in making alcohol 
showed a 13% weight increase over cat- 
tle fed 100 bushels of corn with roughage. 


"It's like having your cake and eating 


it too," he said. 


Fairbury meals for elderly to start

Fairbury — A nutrition program for the elderly, a sore sub- 


ject in Jefferson County for several months, is scheduled to 
begin here next week. 


But two of the three agencies which have been at odds over 


the program are taking no part in it. The meals will be spon- 
sored solely by the Blue River Area Agency on Aging (BRAAA) 
and its parent Nebraska Commission on Aging. 


Funding will be through a Title VII grant of the Older 


Americans Act. Persons over 60 may participate, paying on a 
voluntary basis. 


The noon program, operating week days at senior citizens 


center known as the Golden Comer, will replace a "Meals 
Together" program which functioned at Southeast Community 
College the past two years. Blue Valley Community Action 
(BVCA) has provided transportation and other support ser- 
vices. 


Argument predicted 
on criminal records 


The three agencies have been unable to agree on a food ser- 


vice'contract which SCC drew up last September. To some ex- 
tent they have blamed one another for lack of cooperation. 


"We're just happy to finally get off the ground here," said 


Fred Holtz, executive director of BRAAA. He noted that 
similar programs in Beatrice, Wymore and Hebron served 1.588 
meals during December. 


The Fairbury meals will be catered by a Hebron cafe, Holtz 


noted. He said the three Fairbury cafes as well as several 
church groups expressed no interest, in preparing the food. 


Gilbert Jackson, SCC services coordinator, said he is "still 


puzzled as to why Blue Rivers failed to act on the contract we 
have had before them," He said the present Meals Together 
program will continue through January only. 


Mrs. Vern Shamburg, BVCA board chairman, said she holds 


no animosity because of the dispute over the service. 


"We just give BRAAA our blessings and hope the service 


will go," she said. "Our senior citizens need it."

State Court Administrator 


James Dunlevy is predicting 
that legislation dealing with 
dissemination 
of criminal 


records information will be 
among the more controversial 
and publicized topics in the 
1977 legislature. 


Speaking to a recent 


luncheon gathering of Lin- 
coln's Combined Organization 
of Police Services (COPS), 
Dunlevy said he expects that 
police agencies on the one hand 
and various other in- 
terests—including the news 
media—on the other will 
engage in a philosophical tug of 
war over the issue. 


Dunlevy, chairman of the 


Nebraska 
Crime Com- 


mission's data processing 
committee, noted that the 
federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration 


(LEAA) has dictated that each 
state adopt by Dec. 31 a plan 
for criminal record com- 
pleteness, accuracy, security 
and access. Otherwise, the 


LEAA's own criminal records 
policy will apply, including the 
provision that only criminal 
justice agencies may have ac- 
cess to nonconviction data on 
individuals. 


Dunlevy said that in their 


criminal records plans the 
states may permit access to 
such information by non- 
criminal justice organizations. 


Conversely, the states also 


can,place restrictions on the 
availability of conviction data, 
which is relatively wide open 


• -under LEAA policies. 


Dunlevy told COPS his com- 


mittee avoided drafting 
specific recommendations for 
a Nebraska plan because "that 
is a matter that appropriately 
belongs to the legislature." 


T h e Unicameral's Mis- 


cellaneous Subjects Com- 
mittee will consider the 
•proposition, Dunlevy said, 
along with a bill that would es- 
tablish a computerized 
criminal justice information 
system for the state.

Aging group sets goals 


The Nebraska Commission on Aging 


voted Friday to increase its 1977-78 state 
budget request by about $118,000. 


The original state budget request was 


$276,258. with the federal fund request 
totaling more than $3.5 million. 


A major project that prompted the in- 


crease was the commission's Grand 
Generation program televised on the 
Nebraska Educational Television 
Network. 
•Jim Wiley, acting executive director, 


said both the commission and ETV 
Network thought the Unicameral wanted 
the program included in ETV's budget 
request. 


But the legislative fiscal analyst's office 


said that, since the program was 
generated by the commission, it should be 
included in the commission's budget 
request. 


For the past two years the program has 


been financed by federal funds funneled 
through the aging commission and state 
money from ETV's general program fund. 


The 1977-78 request for the program will 


be about $45,000, Wiley said. 


Other projects in the increased budget 


request were $45,500 for transportation 
services and about $27.500 for an adult day 
care program. 


The commission directed its staff to 


emphasize supporting an increase in the 
Homestead Exemption Act from its pre- 
sent $15,000 a year exemption. 


Many counties in Nebraska are restruc- 


turing and raising property evaluations, 
Wiley said. If the homestead exemption 
remained the same, people on fixed in- 
comes would have a difficult time paying 
their taxes, he said. 


A move to "look into" the Nebraska 


Public Transportation Act was given se- 
cond priority. 


Wiley said the commission hoped to 


study the bill to determine if it could be 
amended, making it "more responsive" to 
the transportation needs of elderly and 
handicapped persons in .rural areas. 


The generic drug bill, which was 


described as a "very emotional and con- 
troversal" bill, was designated as third 
priority. 


agencies on aging. 


Howard's appointment was announced 


after a three-hour executive session, 
where three candidates, narrowed from 
the 12 who applied for the position, were 
interviewed. 


Howard has been the executive director 


of the Eastern Nebraska Community Of- 
fice of Retardation (ENCOR) for the past 
year. 


The St. Louis native has also been 


executive director of the Eastern 
Nebraska Commission on Aging, a 
training consultant for the Missouri State 
Office on Aging, director of the Middle 
Missouri Regional Council on Aging and 
executive director of the Central Misspun 
Area Agency on Aging. He is also a consul- 
tant to the gerontology department at the 
University of Nebraska-Omaha. 


Howard's salary will be $21.250. a slight 


increase over the $21,000 annual salary he 
received as ENCOR executive director. 


Commission Chairman Charles Evans of 


Hastings said Acting Executive Director 
Jim Wiley was considered for the post. 
But Wiley will return to his previous com- 
mission job as a program specialist. 
Evans said 


Evans said Wiley "performed very 


superbly" as acting director "during a 
time of d i f f i c u l t y . " Wylie also 
reestablished confidence with the federal. 
state and area agencies, he said. 


Howard said the last few months have 


been "difficult times" for the Nebraska 
aging program. He said his background 
in gerontology, a "sound understanding" 
of aging programs and his knowledge of 
the state will help him "clean up" the 
commission's reputation. 


Mrs. Ruth Blenkenship of Omaha, 


chairperson of a three-member panel that 
screened the applications, said a priority 
in the search was a director with "educa- 
tion and experience in the aging network."

said Thursday .while there have been no cases 
of measles reported since spring, the disease 
could break out in the state at any time. 


William Pack, chief of the state's im- 


munization program, said since measles are 
being reported in both Iowa and Kansas, a 
Nebraska outbreak would be likely. 


Iowa Health Department 
officials 


Thursday recommended a statewide im- 
munization program after reports of red 
measles, or rubella, in nine counties. 


The affected counties closest to Nebraska 


are Clay, Dickinson, and Emmet, which are 
clustered in the northwest around Spencer and 
Estherville. 


Pack said that on paper, Nebraska appears 


to be pretty well protected against measles, 
but there still could be outbreaks. 


Statistics on youngsters starting school for 


the first time in the fall of 1976 showed more 
than 90 per cent immunized against measles. 


Pack said, however, that even that percen- 


tage leaves some youngsters who could get 
measles. In addition, he said, some youngsters 
could be reported as immunized when they ac- 
tually had received shots for some oiher dis- 
ease. 


He said measles outbreaks in the state in 


the last two years may have prompted some 
parents to have their youngsters immunized. 


Through the first 50 weeks of 1975. 


Nebraska had 55 reported cases of measles. 
compared with 395 for a comparable period of 
1975.' 


In view of the reports in Iowa and Kansas. 


Pack said parents could check their children's 
health records to see if they've had measles 
shots.

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Hotel blast 
nightmare 
not forgotten

Fremont — The year since the explosion of the Pathfinder 


Hotel has been "the worst of my life" for Jim Fowler, 78. First 
he saw 130,000 in furniture burn in the hotel fire. Then, he said, 
the drought burned up about 115,000 of corn on his farm. 


The Jan. 10, 1976, explosion and fire killed 18 persons out- 


right and injured at least 41 others. Two other persons died later 
and their estates have since filed suit contending they died as a 
result of the explosion. 


The blast was the worst natural gas disaster in the nation's 


history 


Fowler escaped with only the dressing gown he wore, but 


without a scratch. 


A year later, he says he's lucky to have survived, "if you 


consider being left homeless in your 80th year lucky." For 46 
years. Fowler occupied a corner suite of the hotel, which was 
built by his father's company, in 1917. 


In addition to losing his furniture, Fowler saw a much 


cherished piano buried under the rubble of the explosion. 
Firemen later discovered the piano. 


"They told me it looked all right, and I said, 'Put water on it 


for two days and leave it in sub-zero weather and see if it's all 
right'" 


Helen Marr, another former hotel resident, remembers the 


morning of Jan. 10; it came several days after her 88th 
birthday 


"I thought it was a bomb." she recalled. "I didn't think I 


had a chance of getting out since I lived on the fifth floor. I think 
it was a miracle I did." 


A piece of plastic natural gas pipe had contracted and 


pulled away from a compression coupling near the hotel, accor- 
ding to the National Transportation Safety Board's report. 
Because the ground was frozen, the leaking gas seeped through 
the ground and upward into the hotel, instead of dispersing into 
the air. the report said. 


The explosion hurled chunks of the hotel's concrete 


sidewalk across the street. The hotel's first fioor caved in and 
flooded, entombing the burnt corpses of several victims. Glass 
was shattered as far as 25 blocks away. 


The burned-out shell of the hotel still stands downtown on 


the corner of 6th and Broad Sts. awaiting demolition sometime 
in the spring. City officials received federal funds Friday to 
acquire the property just a few days before the grim anniver- 
sary The U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
sent the city about $91.000 of the city's $374,800 disaster aid 
grant to purchase the five buildings condemned as a result of 
the explosion. 


"If the building is still up there, it's not because of anything 


we haven't done," said Jack Sutton, Fremont city ad- 
ministrator. "There are hoops you have to jump through — 
legitimate hoops. Anybody who'd spend $374,800 of my money 
I'd make them jump through the same hoops " 


Sutton said if the city had immediately cleaned up the 


damaged area, the city could have recovered the costs through 
liens. But. he said, claims could have been tied up in courts for 
years. 'And the sale of the property through a sheriff's auction 
would have lost the city money. 


Economic predictions 
for Nebraska hopeful 


Explosion and fire gutted the Pathfinder Jan. 10, 1976. 


Nebraskans' personal income figures are 


expected to continue upward this year, with 
possible increases of 8 to 10%, according to a 
state economic forecast for 1977 compiled by Dr. 
Donald E. Pursell, director, Bureau of Business 
Research College of Business Administration, 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


Purcell's outlook for Nebraska paints a rosy 


picture economically. 


Income increases for the state will be below 


previous years, but should allow for a 2 to 4% in- 
crease in real income, the UNL economist 
noted. 


Personal income in Nebraska has been in- 


creasing at a rate of 15% a year, Purcell said. 


Unemployment in Nebraska, which is ap- 


proximately half the national average, will con- 
tinue to decline in 1977. For the year, unemploy- 
ment is anticipated to average less than 4%. 


Lincoln and the outstate labor markets are 


forecast to be exceptionally strong with un- 
employment averaging less than 3.5% for 1977. 
The Omaha labor market will continue to im- 
prove with employment up and unemployment 
declining. Unemployment in Omaha was 
forecast to average less than 6% in 1977. 


According to preliminary reports from cen- 


tral and western Nebraska, these labor markets 
are extremely tight, Purcell said: Vacancies 
exceed available employes by a considerable 
margin, he revealed. 


An additional 18,000 nonagricultural jobs 


will be added in Nebraska this year, Purcell 
stated. 


He based his optimism on manufacturing, 


construction, distributive trade and government 
employment. 


"Manufacturing will account for some of the 


new jobs," Purcell said in prediciting the non- 
agricultural work force will increase from 589,- 
000 to 607,800 by the end of the year. . 


1977 predictions 


- Nonagricultural employment will in- 


crease to 607,800 by the fourth quarter. 


— Personal income will rise 8 to 10 per- 


cent in current dollars, 2 to 4 percent in real 
dollars (deflated for price change). Per- 
sonal income will fall within the range of 12 
to 13 billion dollars. 


— Unemployment will drop below 4 


percent. 


— Lincoln and outstate labor markets 


wilTbe the strongest labor areas with the 
lowest rates of unemployment. 


Purcell said manufacturing has been in- 


creasing steadily for the last 18 months in the 
state and he expects this to continue. Meat 
products and food processing operations have 
added a great deal to the state's stability, he 
added. 


Purcell also sees a strong resurgence in con- 


struction and forecast a 107o employment gain in 
that sector. 


The distributive trade area includes 


wholesale, retail, services, financial and general 
business jobs., 


Purcell believes increases in such jobs in the 


state can be expected to accelerate in 1977. 


State and local government employment has 


been increasing steadily, Purcell said. Although 
the rate of increase is beginning to slow, there 
still will be more government employes a year 
from now than there are at the present time, he 
commented. 


The economist said the big uncertainty 


about the Nebraska economy in 1977 is the 
weather. Because of Nebraska's agricultural 
orientation, it's far more important here than in 
other states, he explained. 


National outlook good too

City officials announced plans for demolition one year later. 


This year will be a good year for the U.S. 


economy, according to a report published in 
Business in Nebraska. Income and employment 
will advance to record levels in 1977. 


The forecast looks for a 5 to 6% increase in 


real gross national product in 1977. (Real gross 
national product makes allowance for a price in- 
crease.) In constant dollars, GNP was forecast 
to $1.364 trillion during the fourth quarter 1977, 
up from an estimated $1.285 trillion in the fourth 
quarter of 1976. Gross national product was 
forecast to expand to $1.949 trillion (current 
dollars) during the fourth quarter of 1977, up 
from an estimated $1.760 trillion in the fourth 
quarter 1976. The forecast is based upon 
preliminary economic indicators, which are sub- 
ject to revision. 


A tax rebate of $15 billion was assumed in 


preparing the forecast. This rebate was forecast 
to increase gross national product by $15 billion 


over and above what otherwise would have been 
had there been no tax rebate. 


Economic gains will be recorded throughout 


the year. The first half of 1977 will likely be the 
strongest. Increased capital spending in the last 
half of 1977 could provide sufficient stimulus to 
increase the growth rate injthe last half of 1977 
to levels beyond 'that, expected during the first 
two quarters of 1977. 


Price increases are likely to be moderate in 


1977 in comparison with the early years of the 
1970s. The forecast looks for price increases of 5 
'to 6% in 1977, about the same as in 1976. Food 
prices are expected to increase less than 5% 
while housing, transportation, and utilities are 
expected to rise more than the average. 


Unemployment in the U.S. is expected to 


decline from the current (November 1976) rate 
of 8.1% of the labor force to less than 7% by the 
end of 1977.

Washington officials for not ac- 
ting with sufficient speed in 
processing disaster program 


requests. 


Curtis' telegram made clear 


that his office had primed the 
federal machinery and that 
only Exon's request for 
assistance was needed to put it 
in mojion.

Exon's letter tV the Presi- 


dent, forwarded through the 
FDAA Kansas City office, 
said, "northeast Nebraska and 
specifically Keya Paha and 
Boyd 
counties, 
have 


experienced the same drought 
conditions as South Dalcota. 


"As a result of the termina- 


tion of the livestock feed 
program in these two counties 
administered by ASCS, I 
recommend that the new 
Emergency Livestock Feed 
Assistance Program be im- 
plemented ... as administered 
by the FDAA. 


"My specific concern is as it 


applies to the two types 1. com- 
modity purchase assistance 
and 2. hay transportation 
assistance." Exon's letter 
said. 


"Since an emergency exists 


and many farmers are in dire 
need of the program I urge that 
action on this request be 
expedited." Exon concluded. 


Alliance (AP) — The Burlington Northern 


Railroad Thursday night detailed plans for a 
major expansion in Alliance which may cost up 
to $50 million by 1980. 


The plans were outlined at the annual 


banquet of the Alliance Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Plans for the major railroad shops and 


related facilities include a first-phase expen- 
diture of $10 million this year. 


R:L-. Merklin, BN's Denver regional vice 


president, said plans.at Alliance include a 
repair shop for light and heavy locomotive 
repairs, a one-spot freight car repair shop, a 
material department storehouse and distribu- 
tion facility, an oil laboratory, a wheel trueing 
shop, a power plant and a yard and train ser- 
vice employe building. 


Merklin said the plans are projected for 


three phases, extending through 1979. 


He said he expects to have the locomotive 


and freight car shops in operation by late 1978 
to keep pace with the increasing demands for 
transportation of coal. 


Merlin said total employment will increase 


from about 700 persons now to about 2,000 per- 
sons in 1980. 


The railroad's annual payroll at Alliance 


would climb from the present $12 million per 
year to as much as $30 million a year. 


Burlington Northern Vice President and 


Secretary John Ashton said the expansion isn't 
a temporary shot in the arm for Alliance. He 
said the jobs being created will still be 
available 20 years from now. 


Ashton said the addition of some 3,000 


employes and family members as residents of 
the Alliance area will put temporary pressure 
on schools, municipal services and taxes. But, 
he said, in time the problems will pass. 


Preliminary approval 
given second N plant

The US. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has 


given preliminary approval to the Nebraska-Public Power 
District NPPD to build another coal burning power generating 
plant near Sutherland. 


EPA said it will make a final decision after a 30-day public 


comment period on whether to issue a construction permit for 
NPPD to build the 600,000 kilowatt Gerald Gentlemen Station 
No. 2. 


Preliminary approval by EPA means the federal agency 


has decided operation of a second power plant near Sutherland 
Reservoir, 23 miles west of North Pla,tte. won't violate federal 
regulations against deterioration of clean air in the area. 


The EPA decision relates specifically to the amounts of 


participates fly ash, dust and sulfur dioxide that will emit from 


the plant smokestack. 


Yet to be issued is a preliminary ruling from the Nebraska 


Department of Environmental Control DEC on whether the se- 
cond power plant will meet state air pollution standards. 


DEC officials indicated a preliminary-decision will be 


forthcoming in less than a week. Like the EPA preliminary 
decision, the DEC will make a final decision after waiting 30 
days for public comment. 


Also scheduled Jan. 17 is a public hearing before the 


Nebraska Power Review Board on NPPD's request for ap- 
proval to build the plant. 


The Power Review Board does not consider environmental 


impacts of the plant. It must decide whether the plant is needed 
to provide electricity to NPPD customers and whether it is the 
most economic source of power.

be graded don't have to keep the records. 
but small grain elevators will have 
mounting costs they will find difficult to 
cope with.

He cited a letter written by the direc- 


tor of the Prairie Village Agricvlteral

The cheering, clapping band of citizens 


in the Near South Neighborhood Associa- 
tion Friday found a new tentacle of 
municipal government with which to 
wrestle.

Board of Zoning Appeals with what they 
came for - denials on two requests that 
would have permitted four-plexes 
narrow 47-foot-wide lots.

The 40 to 50 people who packed the front 


rows of the City Council chambers were 
something new for the board, admitted 
Chairman Albert Mulder. Since he was 
named to the board in 1971 no organized 
group of residents has appeared before it, 
he said. 


The request that exceptions be granted 


to the city's zoning law on the two lots at 
1701 S. 15th and 1445 Mulberry came from 
Ball Real Estate and Charles L. Pedersen. 


Dick Svoboda of Ball Real Estgate told 


the board there are other apartment 


buildings near the proposed four-plex at 
1701 S. 15th and that the area is zoned for 
apartments in the "C multiple" category. 
• Four-plexes can be built in that zoning 
category, but the lots must be at least SO 
feet wide according to the city zoning or- 
dinance. 


Anne Brooks, president of the Near 


South' group, contended that the apart- 
ment buildings, if allowed, would result in 
less green and space, overloading of 
sewers and water mains and overuse of 
land. 


Granting the exemptions from the 


zoning law, she said, would be "the begin- 
ning of the end of what we value in our 
neighborhood, a pleasant and safe place to 
live with our families and friends." 


Charles Pedersen, who was seeking the 


exemption (or in official terms, a 
variance), on the lot at 1445 Mulberry, 
called the Near South argument 
"ridiculous." . 


If the 90-year-old house now on the lot 


was torn down it would profit the 
neighborhood, Pedersen argued. The

Scott Stewart, his back up against a deadline 


(the best time for his creativity to spill into cartoon 
frames, he says) has just finished his next strip, 
"Anti-Comics," for the Lincoln Gazette 


The strip, he explains, "breaks almost every 


rule in the book" because, well ... he says it 
sounds pompous to sit there dissecting it, but let's 
just say the stnp is more like a surrealistic painting 
than a typical gag-onented comic. 


Stewart, 25, who has created such characters 


as Telegram Sam (for the Lincoln Gazette) and 
Orion (for the Daily Nebraskan), is an underground 
cartoonist He also is a library assistant with the 
Lincoln libraries 


Stewart originated Comix Trip, an underground 


comic collection of some of his cartoons, and those 
of other Lincoln artists The first issue came out in 
July 


Whether issue No. 2 will ever emerge is uncer- 


tain, he said. Sales for the first issue have been less 
than spectacular 


Stewart is also disappointed with his Orion 


strip for the Daily Nebraskan which he feels has 
met with limited success. 


The idea for Orion, he said, was a stnp that 


followed a "traditional vein" with a serial plot and 
an unexpected twist. The character would combine 
elements from Robert Heinlein's "Stranger in a 
Strange Land" and the film "The Man Who Fell to 
Earth" 


"I thought it would be intriguing to try this ap- 


proach instead of the Doonesbury idea," he said. 
"It would have been a temptation to do that." 


Obviously, there are radical differences 


between underground comics and those of the Cap- 
tain Marvel variety^ Stewart said. 


For one thing, underground comics usually are 


not sold at newsstands, but in "head shops" (in Lin- 
cob, at Dirt Cheap and The Comic Center). 


Subject matter differs. Underground humor — 


often about sex. drugs and violence — discusses 
"things you couldn't touch in a regular comic " 


Thus, the comics are not geared toward the 


family hour 


"the newsstand comics emphasize the macho- 


superhero myth." Stewart said. "Like when Sgt 
Rock takes on a hundred Germans and be only gets 
his shirt torn Underground comics are on a more 


adult level But there's nothing about comics that 
says they should be limited to kids." 


Underground comics became popular during 


the 60s, with most coming from San Francisco 
Robert Crumb became the most famous un- 
derground cartoonist with his creation Fritz the 
Cat. 


Stewart's Comix Trip was not the first un- 


derground comic created in Lincoln. "Can 
O'Beans" comics put out three • editions here 
several years ago. 


Comics themselves are an "indigenous 


American art form," Stewart said But the concept 
to convey stones or ideas with pictures is older 
than the idea to tell stories with words. 


The Romans preserved battle accounts by in- 


scribing pictures up and around columns But com- 
ics as we know them began in the 1890s 


Stewart started collecting comics when he-was 


nine. The child-like fascination has not left him. 


"People come in to the library where I work 


asking about Proust and Sartre, and I'm talking 
with an 11-year-old kid about what Spider Man did 
in the last issue," he said. 


While the popularity of comics may not have 


changed, the price has When Stewart was a boy, a 
comic was 10 or 12 cents. 


Now's it's 30 cents for a regular comic, 50 cents 


or a dollar for a larger one. 


But, though prices change, comics still appeal 


to the universal need for fantasy worlds 


"In comics, everything you do is equally 


phony." Stewart said. "Anything you draw is just 
as realistic as the next If you draw a 150-foot 
monster with a scaly hide, it's just as real as a vase 
or the person sitting next to you." 


Stewart said he has no ambition to become a 


professional cartoonist 


"It's a sideline hobby," he said "There's not 


going to be any boy - cartoonist - strikes - it - rich 
story." 


He has little desire to leave Lincoln because 


"Lincoln was a place I always wanted to come back 
to" 


He grew up here, then his parents moved to 


Hastings, and now he's back again, living in the 
same neighborhood where he attended McPhee 
Elementary School. 


"I get nervous when I can't see the Capitol," he 


said 
Stewart as others see him.

Opening lead — six of hearts. 
When declarer takes a finesse 


he usually hopes it will win, but 
there are occasions when he 
earnestly hopes it will lose. 
Here is an example of such a 
situation. Declarer wins West's 
queen of hearts with the ace and 
decides that the best way of 
playing the hand is to lead a low 
diamond and finesse the jack. 


If East has the queen and 


takes it, South has ten cast iron 
tricks. He can later overtake 
the king of diamonds with the 
ace and run dummy's star- 
spangled suit That is why South 
hopes the finesse will lose. 


This method of play-taking 


Bridge 


a first round finesse — has 
another advantage, declarer 
may still win six diamond tricks 
if West was dealt Q-x. In that 
case, when South later plays the 
king and West's queen appears, 
he can afford to overtake the 
king with the ace. 


But let's assume that in the 


present case East is shrewd 
enough to refuse to win the jack 
of diamonds at trick two. In that 
case, declarer leads a club from 
dummy and finesses the queen. 
(This time South hopes the 
finesse will win.) 


When it does, declarer leads 


the king of diamonds and 
overtakes it with the ace. He 
then finesses the jack of clubs, 
cashes the ace, and continues 
with a club. East takes the king 
and cashes the queen of 
diamonds, but South comes 
home with ten tricks consisting 
of two spades, two hearts, two 
diamonds and four clubs. 


Note that if declarer starts 


with the king and another 
diamond, he runs into serious 
trouble and goes down one or 
more tricks. The immediate 
diamond finesse is easily the 
best play, as it assures two 
entries to dummy if the finesse 
wins and five diamond tricks if 
it loses.

Study says therapists can do more harm than good

Washington — The tools of psychiatry, 


meant to ease the pain of psychic wounds, 
share with the older implements of 
medicine — the surgeon's scalpel or the 
internist's drugs — the potential for har- 
ming as well as healing 


Although the emotional scars left by 


therapy that has gone awry may be invisi- 
ble, they can be just as disfiguring; in their 
impact on the lives of patients as a slip of 
the knife or chemically-induced derange- 
ment 


Some psychiatric patients and their 


families and fnends have suspected that 
those costly 50-mmute hours have been for 
naught or even have made things worse, 
while psychiatrists hive been as rehrtant 
as any of their medical coltoagws to 
acknowledge that they have violated the 
first tenet of the oath all doctors take 
"Do no harm." 


Spurred by rising malpractice suits and 


a growing scrutiny of medicine brought on 
b> debates over public financing of health 
care psvchiatnsts have begun to take a 
harder look at their profession A new 
study in the Archives of General 
Psychiatry finds 70 of the top practitioners 
in the field in almost unanimous agree-

ment that therapy can hurt as weD as help 
patients. 


The most extreme examples of 


"negative effects in psychotherapy" 
were suicide or a psychotic breakdown, 
said study researchers Suzanne W Hadley 
and Hans H Strupp of Vandertrilt Univer- 
sity, Nashville. Tern 


Such dramatic evidence that therapy 


has gone bad, however, is less common 
than subtler but damaging results cited by 
the 70 experts m response to an essay 
questionnaire 


Two pervasive worries were that 


patients wocld leave thwapy with their 
self-esteem lowered and their trust in all 
therapists or even all other people per- 
manently eroded, the study found 


"The patient may 
emerge from 


treatment with his self-concept further 
impaired." the ftady said "Since defects 
m self-esteem are almost a defining 
characteristic of patients in psy- 


chotherapy, such an outcome must 
be viewed as extremely unfortunate and 
clearly indicative of a negative effect 


"Equally or even more senous is the 


general loss of hope that a patient may 
experience as a result of not succeeding in 
therapy " 


In addition to the feeling that therapy 


has been a waste of time, energy and 
money, patients may harden themselves 
agauist seeking help in the future, while 
their symptoms and suffering worsen. 


The psychiatrists who participated in 


the study were not hesitant to pin much of 
the blame for therapeutic failures square- 
ly on the therapists themselves 


A major cause of mistakes by therapists 


in treatment is inadequate professional 
training, stemming from lack of 
knowledge about what causes and what 
can cure the thousands of shapes 
emotional disturbances can take 


But even if a therapist's training has 


prepared him adequately, other problems 
can arise, ranging from UK psychiatrist's 
hostile attitudes toward a patient to a 
refusal to let go of patients, keeping them 
dependent on therapy. 


The study said UK first mistake a 


therapist may make with a patient is an 
inaccurate or inadequate assessment of 
the patient's condition. 


On one hand, this may mean that the 


psychiatrist will posh a borderline patient 
over the bnnk into psychosis On the other 
hand, by underestimating a patient's 
emotional strength, the psychiatrist may 
not pursue therapy aggressively enough 
and cheat the patient of improvement 


Even if the initial assessment of the 


patient is accurate, the therapist may still 
mismatch the patient and the treatment 


The psychiatrist may set goals that 


simply are not realistic for some patients 
and doom the patient to feelinp of failure 
for not attaining those goals 


The failure to discuss goals from the 


beginning is another shortcoming of 
therapy that can damage patients, the 
study said 


Related to the problem of goals is the 


difficulty of deciding what the focus of 
therapy shfrald be Should therapy focus on 
the patient and his inner workings or on 


the outward signs of his emotional 
problems and his behavior? 


One school of psychiatry stresses that 


the patient must be made aware of bow his 
society and the world aroaod Mm affect 
his ability to cope. For some patients the 
problem may be less their own madness 
than the madness of the situation they find 
themselves in, the stndy said. 


But therapy directed solely toward the 


patient's inner workings may also divert 
the patient from mating concrete changes 
in his behvaior, substitating insight for 
change 


Therapists also mast remain alert to 


their own attitudes toward patients. They 
may be able to «se their hostile feelings 
towards a given patient in a constractive 
way. or they may be forced to refer a 


patient to another therapist But 
therapists must first be able to 
acknowledge their feelings 


Failure to own up to negative feelings 


about a patient may lead a psychiatrist to 
push a patient too hard or to force insights 
when UK patient is still unprepared to 
accept them. 


Misuse of the therapist's specialized 


training to make interpretations of 
behavior and feelings or to elicit insights 
from patients about themselves "came in 
for severe criticism," the study said 


Not only may some patients not be able 


to handle some psychiatric revelations, 
bat the psychiatrist may find himself 
using his techniques to needlessly prolong 
therapy, finding ways of keeping the 
patient in threatment long after be is 
ready to leave.

It took defensive changes by 


both teams Friday night to set- 
tle down each club, but Lincoln 
East solved its puzzle first in 
dumping Kearney, 80-72, in the 
East High Gym. 


Kearney, coming into the 


game 5-1 and looking to be a 
Class A ratings contender, 
started the test with the 
Capital City team with a zone 
defense.

"We thought they'd start

East 
led by as many as 17 in the se- 
cond quarter before junior 
center Gilbert Killion provided 
the spark to Kearney's sagging 
offensive show. 


Killion and Jim Grassmeyer 


opened up the middle against 


East starting the third quarter 
and forced East out of its man- 
to-man defense. Before the 
Spartans 2-1-2 zone took hold, 
Killion had 16 points and 
Grassmeyer 17 and the Spartan 
lead had been trimmed to nine. 


Enter East's season leading 


scorer Bob Mulvaney. The 6-4 
senior center, who picked up 
two quick fouls in the first 
quarter, came on like a gang 
leader in the final period. 


Kearney looked like it 


wanted back in the ball game 
until Mulvaney's middle lane 
opened up. The senior hit five 
driving layups in the final eight 
minutes to help ice the win for 
East. 


"Offensively we started to 


work out of it a little in the 
fourth quarter and started get- 
ting the ball into Mulvaney," 
Forch said. "When they were 
in the man-to-man, our inside 
game was Mulvaney. With him 
out with foul trouble, that hurt 
us." 


Mulvaney ended with 15 


points, 11 coming in the fourth 
quarter. Also in double figures 
were Kearney's Bob Hansen 
with 10 before fouling out in the 
final seconds and season 
leading scorer Dan Reiners 
with 12. 


East hosts Omaha Burke 


Saturday night against one of 
the state's premier shooters in 
Burke's Jim Gregory.

The Wildcats, who face Nebraska at the Sports Center at 


7:35 p.m. Saturday, are plagued by what appears on the surface 
to be two major problems. They are short and young. 


K-State coach Jack Hartman will start two freshmen in a 


lineup that does not include a player taller than 6-5. 


Normally, inexperience and a lack of height are not con- 


ducive to winning in Big Eight conference basketball. 


But then, Hartman has been anything but normal since 


taking over the K-State reins six seasons ago. Hartman has 
been little short of brilliant while leading the 'Cats to two con- 
ference titles and five post-season tournaments. 


A closer inspection of his current K-State club, standing 84, 


indicates Hartman is not in as much trouble as a first glance 
might indicate. 


The two freshmen starters, guard Tyrone Ladson and 


forward Curtis Redding, are not your normal college yearlings. 


The youthful duo led Canarsie High School in Brooklyn, 


N.Y., to a 24-0 record lastyear. That mark earned the school the 
New York City Public School Athletic League title and the No. 1 
ranking in the nation according to at least one publication. 


It also earned Ladson and Redding the label of blue-chip 


prospects and scholarship offers from across the nation. 
' 


"The Big Eight may have the best group of freshmen since 


I've been here," Nebraska's 14-year veteran coach Joe Cipriano 
said. "And Ladson and Redding are two of the best of the 
group." 


Redding has started eight of the 'Cats 15 games and is hit- 


ting 15.9 points a contest. Ladson earned his first start last week

Molaskev listens. And they both prosper. 


McNaught, Lincoln Southeast's veteran 


basketball coach, gave Molaskey, Southeast's 
6-5 senior forward, a lecture in the dividends 
one can reap by taking the ball to the hole. 


Taking the ball to the hole is basketball 


lingo for driving toward the basket and taking 
the high-percentage shot from close range in- 
stead of pulling up and taking the long shot. 


Molaskey listened to his coach so well, 


that he fired'in a varsity career-high 21 points 
to power the Knights to a 67-55 win over 
Capital City rival Lincoln High Friday night 
at Pershing Auditorium. 


"The coach told me before thegame that 


I wasn't being aggressive enough toward the 
basket," said Molaskey, who entered the 
game with a 11.3 scoring average. "I was 
pulling up short and passing off before. 
Tonight I went to the basket." 


McNaught. who saw his Knights improve 


their overall season record to a sparkling 7-1, 
said. "Paul is a good outside shooter. But I 
was really pleased to see him take the ball to 
the hole tonight. 


"It's 
important that we get that 


aggressive play from Paul. We need him to 
penetrate." 


Molaskey was at his best in the second 


period. After Lincoln High had battled back 
from a seven-point deficit to grab a 23-22 
lead. Molaskey and the Links' fine forward. 
Robert Robinson, hooked up in a personal 
Shootout. 


Robinson, a 6-0 senior who led all scorers 


with 23 points, drilled three consecutive 
buckets at the close of the second quarter. 
But the scrappy Molaskey countered each 
Robinson basket and his teammates helped 
push the Knights to a 36-29 halftime bulge. 


"They (Lincoln High) are a tough team." 


Molaskey said of the Links. "They have a lot 


of talent and are probably tougher than 
Northeast. We just put it together." 


While Robinson was forced to be a one 


man show for the Links when center Jerry 
Heckman was forced to the bench with three 
first quarter fouls, Molaskey received plen- 
ty of aid from the rest of the Knights. 


Three other players scored in double 


figures for Southeast, including 12 points 
apiece by guard Knox Jones and forward Jim 
Alexander and 10 tallies by guard Stan Haas 


The key to Southeast's victory came at 


the charity stripe, where the Knights hit 15 of 
22 free throws while Lincoln High could 
manage only one gift shot in five attempts 


Lincoln "High outscored Southeast from 


the field. 27 field goals to 26. which gave Link 
coach Aldie Johnson a shot of optimism in 
the otherwise disappointing evening which 
saw his club slip to 3-4 overall. 


"I'm not that discouraged." Johnson 


said. "I don't think there is that much 
difference in these teams. We are closer to 
the top then we are the bottom." 


Southeast, which returned only two 


starters, Jones and Haas, from last year's 
team, continues to grow in confidence, accor- 
ding to McNaught. 


"Every win this team gets makes it that 


much tougher a team." McNaught said. 
"This was probably our best offensive play of 
the season." 


Heckman. who sat out the entire second 


quarter after drawing his third foul with 2.21 
left in the first period, returned to score 16 
points in the second half as Lincoln High tried 
to battle back. 


"That made it tough when we lost 


Jerry." Johnson said. "And it was tough for 
him emotionally."

"Without some form of draft the disadvantaged teams 


wouldn't be able to compete at all. If the draft is restricted too 
much, it could hurt sports." 


Four months ago Federal Judge William D. Bryant, 


dealing with the case of Jim "Yaioo" Smith, ruled the NFL 
draft was illegal Sunday Michael Trope, a Los Angeles agent, 
sent telegrams to all 28 NFL clubs, informing them be was 
offering Heisman Trophy winner Tony Dorset! and All- 
A m e r i c a Ricky Bell, the nation's two premier college run- 
ning backs, and sundry other college football talent on the 
open market 


Trope also sent Rozelle a letter with his own plan for a draft 


Rozelle said be had not had time to study Trope's plan 


"I really have no opinion on it," the commissioner said. "I 


haven't given it much thought" 


Rotelle recently fired off a memo to all clubs, warning them 


not to sign any college players until the league decides what to 
do about the draft

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Mann won't kick 
about blocked punts 
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Los Angeles (AP) - Minnesota's faculty for 


blocking kicks doesn't bother Oakland place- 
ment specialist Errol Mann. 


"If they block one on me," Mann said, 


"they're not getting somebody who hasn't 
been blocked before." 


In fact, the Vikings' kick blockers may be 


directly responsible for Mann getting a job 
with Oakland and a chance to play in Sunday's 
Super Bowl. 


Earlier in the season, Mann was with Detroit 


and the Lions lost 10-9 to the Vikings. The 
margin was a blocked extra point attempt by 
Mann. Two weeks after that game, the Lions 
cut him. After a week without a job, Mann sur- 
faced in Oakland. 


"Technically,1' said Mann, "that missed 


extra point against Minnesota wasn't a block. 
The snap was a little high, and it was fumbled 
by the holder." 


Holder Joe Reed dropped the ball once, 


picked it up, dropped it again and then set it 
down. By then, it was too late. "I started, 
stopped, then started again," Mann said. "I got 
the kick off, but Nate Allen was standing right 
in front of me." 


The block was one of three Allen made this 


season. The last one was in the National Foot- 
ball Conference championship game against 
Los Angeles. It was turned into a Minnesota 
touchdown when Bobby Bryant recovered the 
ball and returned it 90 yards. Mann saw that 
play on television as the Raiders were 
preparing to play for the American 
Conference title against Pittsburgh. 


"Don't blame Dempsey," Mann said of 


kicker Tom Dempsey. "You have to ask your- 
self two things about a kick: Did he get it off in 
time, and did he get it up quick enough? I 
thought Dempsey did both. It was a 
mechanical breakdown. Los Angeles was 
bunched in too close, trying to be too sound in 
the middle and left the flank unprotected. As 
far as the kicker, holder and center were con- 
cerned, the kick was good." 


Having had Allen block one of his kicks 


earlier this season and then seeing him do the 
same thing to the Rams doesn't upset Mann. 


"A block stays with you only if you can't 


identify what went wrong," he said. "If it's 
mechanical, you can correct it." 


The mechanics haven't been perfect for 


Mann since joining the Raiders. He has missed 
seven field goal attempts, and four of those 
have been blocked or deflected. But he's not 
changing his technique this week. 


"If I changed anything, I'd be dumb," he 


said. "I can't control the blocking in the line. 
The only thing you can do is make sure you 
don't take too much time. On a field goal, the 
kicker has 1.3 seconds to get the ball off. If you 
get up to 1.4 or 1.5, you're flirting with danger. 
On an extra point, it's maybe 1.2 seconds." 


Minnesota kicker Fred Cox doesn't agree 


with Mann's theory about changing things. 


"Being able to analyze what the other team 


does best is a big part of kicking," said Cox. 
"You make adjustments to offset what those 
teams can do best. Against some teams, we 
move the ball back and there are some we can 
actually move it up." 


Lingenfelter in bowl 


Mobile, Ala. (UPI) - The 


gargantuan North is the 
favorite for Saturday's Senior 
Bowl, even though All- 
America quarterback Tommy 
Kramer is on the other side. 


The Yankee all-stars are so 


big. they're awesome. Their 
offensive line averages 261 
pounds from tackle to tackle, 
the defensive front four aver- 
ages only four pounds less, and 
they've got a 245-pound run- 
ning back in second-team All 
America Pete Johnson of Ohio 
State. 


There's some question about 


how effective Kramer will be. 
He was the top college passer 
in the nation last fall and the 
most valuable player in the 
Blue-Gray game two weeks 
ago, but the Rice ace 
developed a sore arm during 
practice here this week. 


South Coach Don Shula 


(Miami Dolphins) was also 
concerned Friday about Texas 


A&M linebacker Robert Jack- 
son who was favoring a leg in- 
jury. 


"I guess I hadn't given it 


much thought before I came 
down here," said North Coach 
Forrest Gregg (Clevel- 
land Browns). "But I really 
didn't expect my squad to be as 
big as it is, or that the big men 
would be as quick as they are." 


The North's offensive 


tackles are 6-7, 275-pound Bob 
Ligenfelter of Nebraska and 6- 
7. 270-pound Dave Hubbard of 
Brigham Young. The guards 
are 6-5, 265-pound Tom Lynch 
of Boston College and 6-5, 255- 
pound George Reihner of Penn 
State. 


"We must have had close to 


200 scouts in here this week 
and most had interior linemen 
at the top of their shopping 
list," said Gregg. "They really 
drooled when they saw the 
guys on our squad." 


The 28th annual Senior Bowl 


marks the pro debut for 62 
college seniors. Members of 
the winning team get $1,500 
each, losers get $1,250. The 
nationally televised (NBC, 1 
p.m. EST) contest figures to 
be a relatively high - scoring 
one since most of its special 
rules favor the offense. 


Shula expressed confidence 


Friday that Kramer will be 
able to start Saturday, hoping 
that lighter practice sessions 
the past two days have rested 
his arm. 


"Without Tommy Kramer, 


we could be 
in trouble." 


said Shula. "We may have 
trouble running against the big 
North defense." 


The South runners aren't 


exactly midgets. Maryland's 
Tim Wilson is 6-3, 218: LSU's 
Terry Robiskie, 6-2, 215, and 
Alabama's Calvin Gulliver, 6-1, 
199. 


Namath near the end? 


Los Angeles (UPI) — Joe 


Namath is finished with the 
New York Jets — and possibly 
with professional football 
altogether. 


Although his contract has 


another year to ran with the 
New York Jets, the celebrated 
33-year-old 
quarterback 


doesn't wish to play for them 
anymore. He feels he doesn't 
have a long time left at this 
point in his career and the Jets 
are on record as saying their 
rebuilding program will take 
at least three years before they 
are contenders again. 


Walt Michaels, named the 


Jets new coach last Monday to 
succeed Lou Holtz, made it 
clear that he is looking for a 
younger quarterback to guide 
the team this year. 


"I'm a believer in youth." 


Michaels said here at Super 
Bowl headquarters. "I like 
young players. We're going to 


talk to Joe. Right now, we 
couldn't make a firm state- 
ment about him. He's a grown 
man. He hates to lose. He 
hates to be with a losing 
team." 


Al Ward, the Jets general 


manager, hardly left much 
more room for Namath's 
return. 


"Sometime in the next six 


weeks, we're going to sit down 
with Joe and his people and get 
together and find out what 
direction we're going," he 
said. "We want to find out how 
Joe feels about certain things 
and we want to let him know 
how we feel." 


Translated, what this proba- 


bly means is that the Jets will 
allow Namath to make whatev- 
er deal he can for himself with 
another club or announce his 
retirement in any fashion he 
chooses. 


Namath came very close to 


doing that during a television 
interview Thursday night when 
he said that if he can't play for 
the Los Angeles Rams this 
year he'll quit football. 


"The only place I would play 


is in Los Angeles," said 
Namath, who is here, not so 
much to see Sunday's Oakland- 
Minnesota Super Bowl game as 
to do some TV work. "In 11 
years in New York the owners 
have been very good to me and 
it's going to be difficult 
leaving, but the Jets are 
rebuilding and I can't play 
under

"If I do play," Namath went 


on. "it probably would be out 
here, or I won't play at 
all."

Alleged gambler turns himself in 


Omaha (UPI) — The eighth person 


allegedly involved in a statewide 
gambling ring authorities say is 
operated 
by Omahan Thomas 


Kolosseus has surrendered to Omaha 
police. 


Marvin H. Tietjen, 59, Oakland, Neb , 


was named in two gambling warrants 
stemming from evidence gathered in a 
court-ordered wiretap on Kolosseus' 
telephone. 


Tietjen, who surrendered Thursday, 


was convicted of three gambling 
charges earlier this year in a case that 
also involved a wiretap on Kolosseus' 
telephone. That case is on appeal to the 
Nebraska Supreme Court. 


Kolosseus, 45, testified during a 


municipal court hearing Thursday he 
accepted wagers of nearly $159,000 
during one four-month period in 1976. 


He was arrested during a raid by 


police vice squad officers Dec. 19 and 
was in court Thursday in an attempt to 
retrieve an estimated $2,100 taken from 
his wallet upon his arrest. 


Municipal Judge Paul Hickman ruled 


the money should be held until 
Kolosseus' trial next month. If 
Kolosseus is found innocent, the money 
would be returned, but if he is found 
guilty, Hickman said the money would 
be confiscated. 


Kolosseus is the first major 


bookmaking figure to publicly emerge 
in Omaha since the deaths of convicted 
bookmakers John Salanitro and 
Anthony Higgins and the conviction and 
imprisonment of Bert Reid Howrd, all 
within the last two years. 


Among the evidence submitted 


Thursday were copies of Internal 


Revenue Service records confiscated 
during the police raid on his apartment. 


The records showed Kolosseus 


accepted bets totaling $12,345 in July. 
$36,030 in August. $55.151 in September 
and $55.427 in October. 


Authorities contend Kolosseus' 


operation is one of at least five major 
b o o k m a k i n g o r g a n i z a t i o n s in 
Nebraska 


Kolosseus' attorney, William Gallup. 


Omaha, argued the money taken from 
his client's wallet was "loose cash" 
and no one could say for sure it came 
from gambling. 


Kolosseus said his only job was that 


of a bookmaker, but had other sources 
of income including $1,512 annually in 
military service disability. 


Kolosseus. charged with being a com- 


mon gambler, acknowledged the IRS 
records were correct, but added he won 
money only one week during the period 
in question and lost to bettors the other 
weeks 


In his appeal of his earlier conviction 


to the Nebraska Supreme Court. 
Kolosseus argued since gambling is a 
misdemeanor, it is not serious enough 
to warrant wiretaps 


If the supreme court rules in 


Kolosseus' favor,£ity Prosecutor Gary 
Bucchmo said the current case against 
him would have to be dismissed. 


John F. Abboud. 45, Omaha, also 


arrested in last month's roundup, 
testified Thursday he worked for 
Kollosseus who paid him to "take 
bets " 


When asked who actually handled the 


money, Abboud replied, "Tommy "

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Dallas (AP) — Represen- 


tatives of six states concerned 
with the depletion of un- 
derground water supplies 
agreed at a Dallas meeting 
Friday to ask the federal 
government for a $12 million 
grant to look for solutions to 
the problem 


Representatives from 


Texas. New Mexico, Colorado. 
Kansas. Nebraska and 
Oklahoma said at the meeting 
that each of their states is 
faced with the problem of bow 
to replace water from the 98.- 
000 square mile Ogallala 
aquifer. 


Engineering studies have 


shown that the aquifer, which 
has been a major source of 
irrigation and drinking water 
for the six states, will be 
pumped dry within 20 years. 


Various means of obtaining 


water supplies to replace those 
from the Ogallala. including 
importation of water via canal 
from other parts of the coun- 
try, were put forward at 
Friday's meeting. 


"We're involved in this 


because the aquifer touches us 
all." said Oklahoma Gov. 
David Boren. who was elected 


chairman of the six-state 
group. 


Congress has made available 


a total federal expenditure 
through the Department of 
Commerce of up to 16 million 
to study ways to bring in new 
water. 


Texas House Speaker Bill 


Clayton of Spnnglake said im- 
portation of water into Texas 
will be necessary by the year 
2020. 


By that time, according to 


the Texas Water Development 
Board. Texas must import 13 
million acre-feet of water an- 
nuallv.
